P E K IN , China, Feb. 2 — A bill 
by 
the president of the Chinese republic 
prescribing the worship of heaven and 
of Confucius was passed recently by 
the Adm inistrative Council, which took 
the place of the Chinese Parliament, 
recehtly dissolved by President Yuan 
Shi Kai. 
The message was submitted 
to the Council by Yuan Shi K ai him 
self. 
It is understood that the president’s 
idea is to set an example for the Chi­ 
nese nation, which he thinks needs 
the moral building influence of reli­ 
gion. 
The president will worship at 
the 
¡Temple of Confucius, and at the Tem ­ 
ple of Heaven annually, in the same 
way as the Manchu emperors did, but 
¡without wearing the diadem. 


state religion has created considerable 
controversy i.i China, the Christian 
missionaries of 
all 
sects 
opposing 
such a step. 
The constitution adopted by the Chi­ 
nese parliam ent made no provision Lor 
any state religion, but for some months 
a Confucian revival 
movement 
has 
been in evidence. 
A league was formed by representa­ 
tives in China, not only of Christianity, 
but of Mohammedanism, Taoism and 
Buddhism, to oppose the adoption of 
a state religion. 
As was contemplated when Yuan Shi 
K ai dissolved parliament, the admin­
